CHICAGO, July 15. — The Coro- 
ner’s inquest into the killing of 10 
steel strikers by police Memorial 
day was turned into a wrangle to- 
day, with C I O attorneys accusing 
the State’s Attorney’s office of pur- 
suing an anti-union policy. 

- The four union lawyers jumped 
to their feet and shouted the charge 
after Assistant State’s Attorney Mal 
Coghlan explained during question- 
ing of a witness that his office in 
investigating the clash was not 
concerned with the positions of 
strikers or employers in the case 
but merely was performing its of- 
ficial duties. 

“It’s apparent the State’s Attor- 
ney’s office is against trade 
unions and the C I O,” the union 
counsel cried. 

The dispute began during inter- 
rogation of Louis F. Selinek, a 
member of the union strike strat- 
egy committee at the Republic 
Steel Corporation plant in South 


Selinek said that, when Assistant 
State’s Attorney Alexander Napoli 
him June 1 at the South 

Chicago police station, he was 
forced to answer the way Napoli

Repudiates * 

“It is evident this was a typical 
third degree by the State’s Attor- 
ney’s men,” David Bentall, a cio 
attorney, commented.

rights, said Selinek had waived im- 
munity before the La Foilette Sen- 
ate Civil Liberties Committee and 
had no right to immunity here. 

Another C I O attorney, Ben 

ers, advised Selinek he was en- 

to immunity and did not have 
to answer Coghlan but Coroner 
Frank J. Walsh interrupted to-de- 
elare he would not countenance ob- 
jections or other hindrances to tes- 
timony. 

In reply to a question by Cogh- 
tan, Selinek said “no one” had ad- 
vised him to change his testimony 
from that given in the statement 
to Napoli at a police station. 

Selinek yesterday had repudiated 
the statement from the witness 
stand. In it, Napoli said, Selinek 
named Joseph Weber, a union lead- 
er, as one who “talked about arm- 
ing the men with guns and clubs” 
before the march toward the Re- 
public property. 

“Never in Trouble Before.” 

As the State’s Attorney's aids 
questioned him about the police 
station statement, Selinek said he 
couldn’t remember making certain 
remarks and added he believed the 
statements were “mixed up.” 

“I never was in police trouble be- 
fore,” Selinek answered excitedly, 
“and when I joined the union and 
started to fight for my rights I 
re thought I'd be in anything 
like this.” 

He said the police treatment of 
the men at the station was “terri- 
bie” and the officers had taken 
wounded men there “who belonged 
in hospitals.” | 

_Selinek confirmed a statement 
given the State’s Attorney in which 
he said “after we reached ‘the po- 
lice lines we were to use the ‘cam- 
ouflaged picket banners as clubs 
to break through the lines.” 
“Actually you were to use the 
Signs as clubs?” he was asked. 
“Yes,” was the reply. 

A CI O Organizer testified he 
Saw a policeman draw his pistol 
and fire twice at retreating strik- 
ers during the massacre. 

“T do believe that policeman was 
motivated solely by revenge,” the 
organizer, Jeremiah Ingersall, a 
Republic. clerk, added. 

The witness said he could not tell 
whether the bullets hit anyone.

Senator Byrnes of South Carolina 
also figured in the leadership pic- 
ture, but some Senators said he 
would back Harrison. Byrnes, like 
many others, refused to comment 
on the leadership race until after 
Robinson’s burial. 

Some efforts were being made to 
extend the armistice called after 
Robinson’s death by postponing se- 
lection of a permanent leader until 
next session and letting Barkley 
continue as acting leader. He had 
been assisting Robinson before and 
during the court fight. Court bill 
opponents for the most part indi- 
cated they would oppose such strat- 
egy and try to force the issue now. 

The leadership conflict probably 
will come to a head in a party 
caucus about the time the court de- 
bate is resumed Tuesday. | 

Will Support Roosevelt’s Choice. 


A spokesman said Democratic 
first-term Senators agreed at a 
meeting today to support for lead- 
ership “the tan the President 
wants.” 

Senator Herring of Iowa, who 
acted as chairman, told newspaper- 
men the majority of the 14 first- 
term Democrats favored Barkley. 
“The young Democrats, Herring 
said, had discussed the legislative 
program as well as the leadership, 
but had reached no conclusions. He 
explained “they wanted to lay the 
court bill aside, but were against 
recommital.” 

Although leaders were talking of 
calling a conference early in the 
week, Democratic opponents of the 
court bill suggested they might pe- 
tition for a party caucus if one was 
not called. Five members of the 
party can demand a party confer- 
ence. 

Senator Thomas, Utah, expressed 
the views of the court bill friends. 

“If there was need for the court 
reorganization before Senator Rob- 
inson’s death, the same need exists 
now,” he said. 

Senator Smith (Dem.), South 
Carolina, spoke the opposition 
viewpoint. Everything points to ad- 
journment in a week or so, he said. 

Senator Robinson was the tenth 
member of Congress to die since 
the November, 1936, elections. Sen- 
ator Norbeck (Rep.), South Da- 
kota, died on Dec. 20 and Senator 
Bachman (Derfi.), Tennessee, April 
23. The other seven were Repre- 
sentatives Cary (Dem.), Kentucky; 
Montague (Dem.), Virginia: Buch- 
anan (Dem.), Texas; Stubbs 
(Dem.), California; Focht (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania; Goodwin (Rep.), 
New York, and Connery (Dem.), 
Massachusetts. 


Exertion Factor in Death. 


Capitol medical authorities said 
the tremendous strain of Senate 
leadership was responsible primar- 
ily for Senator Robinson’s death. 

Dr. George W. Calver, called Rob- 
inson’s death an example of “the 
tremendous attrition to which mem- 
bers of Congress are subjected.” 

He added that several other Sen- 
ators and Representatives “are 
feeling the effects of this same 
strain and tension.” | 
Senator Robinson had suffered 
intermittent heart attacks for 
nearly four years. Friends had 
noted that the slightest exertion 
sometimes left him gasping for

Futrell said that “off-the-record 
predictions by prominent Democrat- 
ic leaders indicate the groundwork 
is being quietly laid for a meeting 
of the Democratic State Committee 
within a week to nominate Gov. 
Carl E. Bailey to fill the vacancy 
in the United States Senate.” 

Bailey and Futrell have clashed 
repeatedly since early in 1935, when 
Bailey took office as Attorney-Gen- 
eral and Futrell started his second 
term as Governor.

STATE FUNERAL 
FOR ROBINSON 
10 AM TOMORROW 


Morning Service in the Sen- 
ate Chamber Will Be 
Fourteenth of Its Kind in 


70 Years. 


| By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 15.—Sena- 


tors will join tomorrow in a state 
funeral for Democratic Leader 
Robinson, for 24 years one of their 
dominant members. 

Leaders of both parties conferred 
today on arrangements for the 
service—the fourteenth of its kind 
in 70 years—in the gold-and-marble 
Senate chamber. 

A few hours after it is held, 45 
Senators and 23 Representatives 
will accompany the body on a 
specia] train to Little Rock, Ark., 
where another service and burial 
will take place Sunday afternoon. 
The train will carry the largest 


| congressional delegation ever to at- 
_tend the burial of a Senator. 

Tomorrow's ceremony will begin 
at 10 a. m., when the flower-banked 
coffin will be carried to the central 
arena of the Senate chamber, an 
arm’s length from Robinson’s va- 
cant chair. 

Seats of honor on each side will 
be reserved for Mrs. Robinson and 
relatives. 

President Roosevelt, his Cabinet, 
Supreme Court Justices, high offi 
cers of the Army and Navy, and 
uniformed diplomats will be grouped 
near the Speaker’s rostrum. Mem- 
bers of the House will cluster in the 
back of the chamber. 

‘Admission to the galleries will be 
by tickets apportioned among mem- 
bers of the Senate. 

The Rev. Zebarney T. Phillips, 
Senate chaplain, will open the ser- 
vice with a reading from the Scrip- 
tures. There will be a hymn by a 
church quartet, not yet selected, 2 
brief sermon by Dr. Phillips, an- 
other hymn and a benediction. 

The last such funeral was con- 
ducted in March, 1933, for Senator 
Thomas J. Walsh (Dem.), Montana, 
who was to have become Attorney- 
General. 

Work of the Senate will be vir- 
tually suspended until the congres- 
sional delegation retarns Tuesday. 

The Senate extended to the Su-

| vitation to attend the funeral to 
morrow. Justice Butler, who § is 
spending the summer at Blue Ridge 
Summit, Pa., is the only member 
of the Court near enough to reach 
Washington in time for the serv- 
ice.

APPEAL DENIAL OF 
RIVERFRONT WRIT 


43 Opponents of Memorial 
Park Seek Reversal of 
Federal Judge Davis on 


Injunction. 


The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals will hear the appeal of 
43 riverfront property owners from 


the decision of District Judge 
Charles B. Davis, who denied their 
petition for a preliminary injunc- 
tion against Federal and St. Louis 
city officials, to keep them from 
proceeding with the $30,900,000 me- 
morial project. 

Following his ruling of Monday, 
in which he denied the injunction 
petition, Judge Davis yesterday 
filed with the clerk of the court his 
findings of fact and conclusions of 
law in the case. He declared, as 
conclusions of law, that the His- 
toric Sites Act, under which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt allotted $6,750,000 of 
work relief funds to the Memorial 
plan, was constitutional; that the 
allotment of relief funds was au- 
thorized by acts of Congress, and 
was constitutionally made; that the 
objecting property owners had 
failed to show that they would 
suffer any material damage or in- 
jury, and that the court lacked jur- 
isdiction to issue the injunction as 
requested. 

As findings of fact, Judge Davis 
stated that Secretary of the In- 
terior Ickes, under authority of the 
Historic Sites Act, found and de- 
termined that the riverfront area 
comprised an historic site; that the 
City of St. Louis on May 15, 1936, 
paid into the United States Treas- 
ury $2,250,000 (part of its $7,500,000 
bond issue), and that the Secretary 
of the Interior accepted the pay- 
ment. He found that the Federal 
and city officials named as defend- 
ants in the injunction suit, proposed 
to buy or condemn the riverfront 
land by use of the funds contributed 
by the Federal Government and the 
city, amounting to $9,000,000. 

No Threat of Undue Seizure. 

Judge Davis found that there was 
no threat or intention to seize the 
land or interfere with the occupants’ 
until after due judgment and pay- 
ment; and that there was no rea- 
sonable basis for fear of an increase 
in the rate of taxation. 

The charge of frauds in the bond 
issue election of Sept. 10, 1935, made 
in the injunction petition, was not 
discussed by the court, as it had 
been stated by David H. Robertson, 
attorney for the plaintiffs, that this 
matter was not at issue in the ap- 
plication for a preliminary injunc 
tion. 

Filing of the appeal by Robert- 
son was permitted by Judge Davis. 
It was accompanied by an assign- 
ment of errors, listing 49 allegations 
of error in the court’s ruling. 

It is alleged in the assignment of 
errors that Judge Davis erred in 
stating that the authority and juris- 
diction of his court, in the injunc- 
tion case, were in grave doubt. The 
Judge’s statement, in this connec- 
tion, as to the ruling of the District 
of Columbia courts in the similar 
injunction suit filed in Washington, 
also are assailed. 

Other Exceptions. 

One of the statements of Judge 
Davis as to the Washington case, to 
which exception is taken, is that 
the courts there held that both the 
Federal Government and the City 
of St. Louis were indispensable par- 
ties to the suit. The city was not 
made a defendant in the Washing- 
ton suit. The city, but not the Fed- 
eral Government, is named as a de- 
fendant in the St. Louis injunction 
suit, which is directed against in- 
dividual Federal officials.

— Police 
have begun arresting 12 men in- 
dicted as participants in the New 
York policy racket. 

Dan L. Smith, who was dis- 
missed from the police force here 
in 1929 on the last of.a long list 
of charges he faced during 17 years, 
Was arrested when he entered the 


office of his private detective 
agency. 

Still missing are Richard J. 
(Dixie) Davis, an attorney, and 


seven others named in the indict- 
ments returned by an extraordinary 
grand jury before Supreme Court 
Justice Ferdinand Pecora yester- 
day. Davis was lawyer for the late 
Arthur (Dutch) Schultz. The in- 
dictment alleges they bossed the 
policy racket smashed on Jan. 13 
by special rackets Prosecutor 
Thomas E. Dewey.

Two years ago, Davis testified be- 
fore Commissioner of Accounts 
Paul Blanshard that the annual 
take of the policy games here was 
$500,000,000—an estimate Dewey’s

Schultz, who is named in the in- | 


dictments under his real name of 
Flegenheimer, did not live to face 
trial on the charges prepared 
against him by Dewey.

Survivor Gives Details of Sink- 
ing of Spanish Steamer 
Off Barcelona.

VALENCIA, Spain, July 15.—Sev- 
enteen American volunteers out of 
67 aboard the steamer Ciudad de 
Barcelona were killed when the 
ship was torpedoed near barcelona, 
an American survivor disclosed 
here yesterday. 

The question of whether Amer- 
ican volunteers were aboard had 
been disputed. 

The ship was torpedoed one mile 
off Malgrat, north of Barcelona, 
at 1:30 p. m. on May 30. It gank 
in five minutes ‘with a loss of 50 
volunteers and about the same 
number of the crew. The Ciudad de 
Barcelona was carrying 300 vol- 
unteers and a cargo of wai materi- 
al from Marseilles, France, to Bar- 
celona. 

Two torpedoes missed the ship, 
but a third hit amidships with a 
terrific explosion, the survivor said. 
Many crew members below decks 
were killed by the explosion. Many 
volunteers were saved by the fact 
they had just gone to the deck aft- 
er an instruction meeting. Some 
were blown into the water and 
drowned because they were too bad- 
ly hurt to swim. 

The ship sank too quickly for 
boats to be lowered, the survivor 
said, but a big Spanish icyalist sea- 
plane on patrol saved some of the 
men and fishing boats saved others. 

Survivors were warned not to 
mention the sinking. They were not 
told how many were dcad and be- 
cause they were divided into small 
} groups and segregated it was only 
when they assembled at a camp 
that they were able to check up on 
the casualties. Most of them now 
are fighting against the Spanish 
insurgents. 

The Ciudad de Barcelona had 
been in Marseilles for two days. 
There the volunteers went ashore 
freely and their presence was 
known. Italian and German mer- 
chantmen also were there and Span- 
ish authorities charged they tipped | 
off an Italian submarine. 


Earlier reports were that 50 
Americans were killed in the sink- 
ing of the Ciudad de Barcelona. 


CAPONE’S WIFE SEEKS REFUND 


|Says Income Taxes Were Illegally 
Assessed Against Her. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fia., July 15.— 
Mae Capone, wife of Federal Pris- 
oner Al Capone, filed suit in Unit- 
ed States District Court here yes- 
terday against J. Edwin Larsen, 
Collector of Internal Revenue in 
Florida, for return of $52,103 in 
taxes. 

Her suit alleged the taxes and 
penalties were illegally assessed 
against her because her husband 
had transferred to her the Miami 
Beach home he bought in 1928. The 
suit said the taxes were based on 
the Government’s claims against 
him for income taxes for the years 
1926 to 1929, inclusive. Tt said she 
petitioned for a refund but has not 
been granted one. The statement 
that taxes and penalties were col- 
lected illegally is based on an al- 
legation that Capone had ample 
funds to pay the taxes, but the Gov- 
ernment did not try to collect di- 
rectly from him before obtaining 
a lien on the home.

CALLED IN TAX INQUIRY 


None Has Voluteered to Testi- 
fy and Chairman Doughton 
Says Needed Data Is at Hand. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 15.—Chair- 
man Doughton said today the Con- 
gressional Tax Inquiry Commit-| 
tee had abandoned any idea of 
subpenaing individuals described 
by Treasury officials as having 
avoided taxes. None has volunteered 
to testify, Doughton said. 

“We have sufficient information, 
I believe,” he said, “on which to 
base legislation designed to reduce 
tax avoidance.” 

The committee will meet in closed 
session early next week. By that 
time, Doughton asserted, congres- 
sional bill drafters expect to have 
measures ready for submission. 

The chairman predicted Congress 
would pass legislation to close tax 
loopholes this session even though 
the death of Senate Leader Robin- 
son should hasten adjournment. 

One protest, from Jessie Ball du 
Pont, wife of the late Alfred I. du 
Pont, went into the committee’s 
records today. 

It replied to testimony of Arthur 
L. Kent, Treasury attorney, that 
du Pont or his estate would have 
paid $200,000 more in taxes from 
1931 to 1935 had he not transferred 
more than $1,000,000 worth of prop- 
erty to Nemours, Inc., a personal 
holding company. 

The property, Kent said, con- 
sisted primarily of a “palatial resi- 
dence at Wilmington, Del.” He said 
$2,000,000 of stock was transferred 
to the holding company and its 


income used to “meet the expenses | 


of the mansion.” 

These expenses, which about 
equaled the income from the se- 
curities, Kent said, were deducted 
from the holding company’s taxable 
income, so that the latter paid 
“practically no tax.”

CHARGES POSTOFFICt 
AIDED IN STEEL STRIKE 


Bridges Demands Complete 
Senate Inquiry Over Ke- 
fusal to Deliver Mail. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 15.—*ena- 
tor Bridges (Rep.), New Hamp- 
shire, said in a report to the Sen- 
ate today that the Postoffice De- 
partment had taker sides in the 
recent stee] strike because it re- 
fused to deliver ail to  strike- 
bound 2I.-nts. 

He filed with the Senate a mi- 
nority report on the  Postoffice 
Committee’s investigation of al- 
leged interferences with the mails 
and demanded that a comp!tete Sen- 
ate inquiry be made. 

The committee held hearings 
several weeks ago on a resolution 
by Bridges calling for investiga- 
tion of charges that strikers had 
hindered the mails. At the same 
time it considered a resolution by 
Senator Guffey (Dem.), Pennsylva- 
nia, calling for an investigation of 


the tactics of the steel corpora- 
tions involved. 

The majority of the committee, 
Bridges alone dissenting, reported 
to the Senate that it found no 
justification for a Senate investi- 
gation and + recommended that 
charges against the steel compa- 
nies be referred to the La Follette 
Civil Liberties Committee. 

Bridges made 20 findings of facts 
on which he based the demand for 
further action by the Senate. 

The postoffice, he said, had taken 
sides because it “refused to deliver’ 
mail. 

“This refusal to carry’ out its 
proper business,” ne told the Sen- 
ate, “caused grievous harm to one 
of the parties to the strike. This 
unprecedented departure from its 
activities as a transportation sys- 
tem for the carriage of United 
States mail constitutes am affirma- 
tive act on its part which favors 
one side to the controversy and 
therefore amounts to taking sides.” 

He declared the postoffice couid 
have “safely carried on its proper 
business, despite the attitude of 
strikers on the outside of the sev- 
eral plants by calling on other de- 
partments of the United States 
Government whose duty it is to 
protect the employes of the Gov- 
ernment and the property of the 
Government from harm.”

Sure Louis Can “Take It”

changed the complexion of the bat- 
tle entirely.” 

“What do you think would hap- 
pen in another meeting between 
them?” Lewis was asked. 

Fear as Knockout. 

“T think the few days before the 
bout will tell the tale with Louis. 
If he is surrounded by people who 
are continually worrying him about 
right-hand punches and who ad- 
vise him to go into the ring to 
avoid such a punch, to be careful 
of this and careful of that, he like- 
ly will go out the same way. If, 
however, he fights Schmeling as 
though he never saw him before, I 
think he will beat him. 

“Bob Fitzsimmons once told me 
that half the men he knocked out 
were not knocked out at all alk 
though they had to be carried from 
the ring. ‘I know I can hit hard,’ 
Bob said, ‘and when I land a punch 
just right, I simply turn and walk 
away because I know it is all 
over. But many times I hit a man 
and was surprised to see him fall. 
They quit, in many instances, and 
for my part I was glad they did, 
but they were not knocked out.’ So 
you see fear plays a large part in 
such a match. 

“If a boxer is meeting a man who 
is known to be a terrific puncher 
he is afraid of that punch and 
when it lands he is all ready to go 
no matter if he has not been hit 
hard enough to be knocked out.” 

Lewis believes that there is too 
much amateur boxing today which 
accounts to some degree, at least, 
for the dearth of good profession- 
als. 

“T have seen many fine phys- 
ical specimens in the amateur 
ranks,” he said, ‘boys who say they 
are 16 years of age, but probably 
are only 14 or 15. They are taught 
by instructors who know little. 
They get into the ring with a boy 
and start to box. They get hit 
hard and immediately their fighting 
instinct rises and they start to slug 
with the result they are knocked 
out. That experience occurs a few 
times and alj the fight is out of 
them. 

“Now look at Kayo Brown. He 
fought as a middleweight in the 
days when the ranks were loaded 
with good men. For instance, he 
fought Harry Greb nine times. He 
fought Battling Levinsky, Jimmy 
Clabby, Eddie McGoorty, George 
Chip, Frank Klaus, Mike Gibbons, 
Tom Gibbons and a host of others. 
Today he is hale and hearty and 
has a job with a taxicab company 
in Chicago. 

“Why? Because in those days a 
young fighter was taken under the 
wing of a good boxer or a good 
trainer and before he had his first 
fight he was schooled. He didn’t 
wear himself out in the amateur 
ranks as they do today. 

18-Year Limit. 

“I don’t believe any boy should 
be allowed to go into the ring to 
fight hard until he is 18 years of 
age and he should be out of the 
amateur ranks in a year if he is 
going on in the boxing game.” 

Lewis has many other opinions 
and observations on the boxing 
fame and seated with a group of 
friends last night he 
them for hours with tales of the 
ring. 

Among other things he stated 
that in the old days a champion 
other than a heavyweight was al- 
ways willing to take on an oppo- 
nent at the weight and insisted 
that he make the weight. Today 
the champions want their oppo- 
nents to come in over the weight 
so they won't have to risk their 
titles, 

“Some years ago,” he said, “I had 
Pal Moore box Pete Herman in 
Mempkis. No decision was allowed

VALENCIA (June) — The attack 
on religion has been more radical 
in loyalist Spain than anywhere 
else in the world, including Mexico 
and Russia. All Roman Catholic 
churches have been closed and 
nearly all have been completely de- 
stroyed inside, only the walls, roof 
and tower remaining. Nor have the 
Protestant churches escaped, with 
the exception of the small German 
church in Madrid. In that little 
church services still go on, thanks 
to the fantastic courage and devo- 
tion of the pastor, Dr. Fliedner, 
and his popularity among the poor 
of Madrid. The English church in 
Barcelona has been closed. The 
two Non-conformist places of wor- 
ship at Clot and Pueblo Nueva have 
been burnt. 

Non-Roman forms of the Chris- 
tian faith were always discouraged 
in Spain under the monarchy and 
remained inconspicuous. The over- 
whelming majority of the people 
were Roman Catholic, and it is the 
fate of the Roman Catholic 
churches that reveals the depth 
and power of the anti-religious re- 
action that has triumphed in loyal- 
ist territory. The Cathedral at Bar- 
celona is uninjured; so is the ‘Ab- 
bey Church at Monteserrat (no 
damage has been done to its twelfth 
century “Black Virgin”). Visitors to 
Madrid are shown “an unburnt 
church” as a piece of propaganda, 
and some families in Madrid have 
had permission to hold private 
mass. But these are the loneliest 


In village after village the church 
is an empty shell, and only because 
it is so massively built of stone has 
it survived even as a shell. Inside 
it has either been competely 
burned out after being soaked in 
gasoline, or‘ the altar, the images, 
the pulpit, and the pews have been 
smashed or hacked to pieces. Reli- 
gious symbols in countless villages 
have been destroyed; wayside 
shrines and crucifixes have been 
smashed. The wells or fountains 
in some villages used to be backed 
by a stone slab with an image of 
the Virgin or of a saint; these also 
have been defaced. The lovely 
churches of Valencia have all been 
burned out or destroyed inside, and 
are now used as garages, repair 
shops, depots, and so on. 

It seems that most of the nuns 
and priests were able to escape. 
But that many were hunted down 
and murdered is beyond doubt. | 

There is no “anti-God” movement 
in loyalist Spain as in Russia, and 
not very much anti-religious propa- 
ganda. Nevertheless,no priest dare 
show himself in any town or vil- 
lage. Not even at funerals is there, 
among the abundance of wreaths 
showing political colors or made in 
the shape of the Soviet star or of 
the initials of the political parties 
or of the syndicates, a _ single 
wreath in the shape of the Cross— 
not because it is forbidden, but sim- 
ply because no one would dare be 
associated with such a symbol. In 
Russia the churches are full and 
religion is a power still. In Russia 
persecution has a meaning. In loy- 
alist Spain there is nothing left to 
persecute. 

Some observers have accounted 
for the war against the churches 
with the help of stories about 
priests who fired on villagers from 
church towers, or about arms that 
were hidden behind the altars. 
Some of these stories may be true 
—but they explain little. The 


churches have been destroyed and 
the priests have been killed, when 
undoubtedly such things never hap- 
pened. Nor will it do to denounce 
the war on the churches as “Bol- 
shevism” and to attribute it to 
Communistic or Russian influence. 
The burning of churches is an old 
Spanish habit—defeat in Morocco, 
excessive taxation, and, indeed, al- 
most everything that aroused wide- 
spread popular resentment could 
lead to anti-religious violence. 


The Church and Politics. 


It has been said that the Spanish 
villagers burn their church because 
they are religious. If aware- 
ness of non-material powers is 
religion, then there may be some 
truth in this apparent paradox. If 
the image of St. Anthony can be 
hung upside-down in the well by its 
enraged owner after a failure of 
the crops, it is perhaps not so para- 
doxical that the failure of political 
institutions or the menace of a po- 
litical storm should lead to the 
burning of the churches. In Spain, 
more than in any other country, the 
church is bound up with the politi- 
cal and economic system and, more 
particularly, with political reaction. 

The burnings were often carried 
out by the villagers without any 
instructions from outside—indeed, 
they were often as spontaneous 
and, seemingly, as natural through- 
out Spain as the seizure of land 
was in the South of Spain. It is 
also true that in some villages 
where the priest was loved, political 
gangs, made up of Anarchists, So- 
cialists or Communists would ar- 
rive and do the work of murder. 
But, generally speaking, the war 
on the churches seems to have been 
a popular, spontaneous movement. 
And even when a gang arrived 
from outside the villagers would, 
as a rule, stand round passively and 
look on while gasoline was poured 
on the altar and set alight and the 
priest was dragged from his hiding- 
place. 

A Materialist Church. 


It should be admitted that the 
Church of Spain did much educa- 
tional and charitable work that has 
now been brought to an end. A 
high spirituality existed that has 
now been extinguished. Genuinely 
Christian priests have been killed. 
Much fine art has been destroyed 
and some of the finest music in the 
world been silenced. But the prob- 
lem of the Chuch in Spain has 
another aspect. It was a church 
more permeated by materialism 
than any other in Europe. It was 
largely—though by no means en- 
tirely—a commercial enterprise. It 
was the biggest landowner in a 
country of big landowners. It had 
a vast, and sometimes even a com- 
manding, share in various indus- 
trial and commercial interests. A 
church that identifies itself too 
closely with a temporal order is in 
danger of sharing the destiny of 
that order. And if a church throws 
its weight on the side either of 
revolution or of counter-revolution, 
it will survive with the one or per- 
ish with the other. 

In the Basque country the lin- 
guistic frontier limited the appoint- 
ment of clergy to a small region, 
so that the Basque clergy are “of 
the people” more than the other 
Spanish clergy are.

BERLIN, July 15.—The ratio of 
Jewish boys and girls must not ex- 
ceed 1% per cent of the total num- 
ber of new pupils accepted in any 
German high school, Bernhard 
Rust, Minister of Education, de- 
creed yesterday. 

Students of 50 per cent Jewish 
blood will be granted the same 
rights as Aryans, Rust said. The 
non-Aryans may attend Jewish 
classes if they choose, but will not 
be eligible for first-class citizenship. 
Jewish and non-Aryans cannot be- 
come teavhers in German high 
schools. 

Jewish children of elementary 
school age will be admitted to 
Aryan schools only if there is no 
Jewish school in the town Con- 
cerned. He advocated the establish- 
ment of Jewish elementary schools 
or Jewish classes wherever possl- 
ble. 

The attendarice of Jewish pupils 
in German schovls will be limited 
strictly to lectures. They will be 
excluded from vacations in camps 
and from sporting events.

PEIPING, July 15.—large con- 
centrations of Chinese troops on 
the borcers of Hopeh Province 
were reported today as advices here 
indicated repeated clashes were oc- 
curring between the Twenty-ninth 
Route Army and Japanese troops 
in a widening area around Peiping. 

At the same time foreign military 
attaches said 3500 Japanese troops 
were on the march, presumably 


from the Tientsin area, to rc-in- 
force 3000 men already constitut- 
ing the Japanese garrison at Feng- 
tai, important railway junction five 
miles southwest of this city. They 
look for the troops to be used in 
an attempt to occupy Peiping, pos- 
sibly within two days. Two Japa- 
nese cruisers and two destroyers 
arrived at Tsingtao today, It was 
reported they would be used in 
landing Japanese troop reinforce- 
ments. 

A cavalry detachment of 200 Jap- 
anese was said to have been beat- 
en off when they attacked a small 
village south of the Nanyuan head- 
quarters of Gen. Sung Cheh-yuan’s 
army. The Japanese forces based 
on Fengtai were reported to be at- 
tempting to surround Nanyuan, 
eight miles south of here. 

Chinese infantry took a heavy 
toll of cavalry as they charged, 
Chinese sources reported, while the 
Big Swords Corps of the Twenty- 
ninth Army shattered the attack 
in hand-to-hand fighting. 

Steady artillery fire from the vi- 
cinity of Wanpinghsien, west of 
here, was heard within the city be- 
fore dawn despite repeated asser- 
tions by Japanese that they had 
withdrawn from the village. 

It was there that Japancse troops, 
executing secret night maneuvers, 
clashed with Chinese at Marco 
Polo bridge on the Yung-ting River 
on Wednesday of last week. As re- 
inforcements were rushed into the 
area by Chinese and Japanese the 
intermittent fighting became more 
general throughout the week. 

Local Agreement Reported. 

An agreement was reported to- 
day to have been reached between 
local Chinese and Japanese au- 
thorities at Tientsin settling the 
crisis to the satisfaction of the Jap- 
anese army. Reports here indicated 
the local authorities had given in 
to the Japanese demands. 

The National Government at 
Nanking has insisted throughout 
the week of fighting between Chi- 
nese and Japanese troops that it 
would recognize no agreement 
reached locally. 

It was believed here that the 
elimination from the Government 
of Gen. Sung Cheh-yuan, command- 
er of the Twenty-ninth Route Army 
and head of the Hopeh-Chahar po- 
litical council was the mair. feature 
of the agreement. The report de- 
clared the Hopeh-Chanhar Govern- 
ment of the two North China prov- 
inces had already been organized 
according to the agreement with 
Japanese. 

The two secondary points of the 
reported agreement were said to 
be removal of Gen. Sung’s Twenty- 
ninth Route Army from the area 
of hostilities to the southward and 
installation of a new head of the 
Hopeh-Chahar council who would 
be acceptable to the Japanese army.

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55,000 CONVICTS 
FREED FOR WORK 
ON SOVIET CANAL 


‘Decree Also Orders Railroad 


Tickets and Bonuses for 
Men as Reward. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, July 15.—A Kremlin 
decree granted freedom today to 
55,000 convicts who did “shock 
work” on the Moscow-Volga canal. 

The decree requires the Central 
Council of Trade Unions to “take 
steps to provide the freed men with 


employment as soon as possible.” 

It also instructs the secret po- 
lice, who had charge of convict la- 
bor on the canal, to provide the re- 
leased men with railroad tickets 
and bonuses up to 500 rubles as a 
reward for work on the canal which 
takes the Volga headwaters flowing 
past the Kremlin. 

Formally dedicated May 2, the 
canal was open to passenger craft 
this week. Work remains to be 
done on the walls, however, so con- 
victs who voluntarily remain wil] 
have their sentences stricken from 
court records. 


STRIKERS THROW BOTTLES 
IN CAFE DE LA PAIX FIGHT 


Four Hundred Guests Leave Paris 
Restaurant Until Police 
Restore Order. 

By the Associated Press. 


PARIS, July 15.—Two hundred 
striking restaurant workers raided 
the fashionable Cafe de la Paix last 
night, overturning tables, smashing 
windows and swinging chairs. 

The strikers descended upon the 
terraces of the celebrated tourist 
center, where 400 persons were 
dining. They hurled bottles and 
glasses and fought with waiters 
who had refused to join their walk- 
out. Mobile guards and police 
halted the fray before anyone was 
injured seriously. Cafe guests left 
until order was restored. 

Other isolated disorders marred 
France’s celebration of the 148th 
anniversary of the fall of the Bas- 
tille, featured in Paris by a pow- 
erful display of the nation’s modern 
war machine. Marseilles was the 
scene of the most serious fighting. 
Horse races there were canceled 
after a crowd, angered by the de- 
feat of one of the favorites in the 
second event, invaded the track, 
wrecked betting booths and started 
several fires. Police intervened and 
cleared the race grounds. Six per- 
sons were wounded by revolver bul- 
lets in fighting among Rightists 
and Leftists in Marseilles.

BERLIN, July 15.—Reorganiza- 
tion of the Prussian Academy of 
Arts was decreed today by Col. 
Gen. Hermann Wilhelm Goering, 
Prime Minister of Prussia and 
chief leutenant to Reichsfuehrer 
Adolf Hitler. Goering ordered the 
academy harmonized with Nazi 
principles and himself assumed the 
office of “Protector.” 

First new members included the 
young architect, Albert Speer, 
whom Hitler recently commissioned 
to “rebuild Berlin,” and Orchestra 
Director Wilhelm Furtwaengler.

‘Peace Maker’ Is Gravely 
Wounded When He Goes to 
Receive Supposed Surrender

GUADALAJARA, Jalisco, Mex- 
ico, July 15.—Gen. Genoveno Rivas 
Guillen, the “peace maker of Jalis- 
co,” was treacherously shot and 
gravely wounded Tuesday by rebels 
who had led him to believe they 
were going to surrender, it was 
disclosed here today. 

In the year or so he has been 
commander of the Jalisco military 
zone, Gen. Rivas Guillen has in- 
duced scores of insurgent leaders 
to lay down their arms. 

He set out Tuesday with his 
staff, for the San Marcos Hacienda 
to receive the surrender of Ber- 
nabe Reyes, Julian Rodriguez and 
several others long active in the 
rugged Jalisco hills. 

A Lieutenant named Puga went 
ahead. The rebels killed him, and 
hid his body.

PARTIAL AGREEMENT REACHED 
ON TWO UPPER SILESIAS 


Fifteen-Year German-Polish Accord 
Regulating the Territory 
Expires Today. 

By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, July 15. — A_ semi- 
official announcement last night 
said partial agreement had been 
reached on the status of the two 
upper Silesias, German and Polish, 
which will be effective today with 
termination of a 15-year German- 
Polish accord regulating them. 

The Upper. Silesias, formerly 
parts of Germany and Austria, 
were divided between Germany 
and Poland after the World War. 
Since then residents of the two 
have mingled freely and commerce 
over the boundary line which the 
League of Nations set has been un- 
hindered. 

The announcement said a pro- 
visional accord had been made con- 
cerning the border traffic, to con- 
tinue until June 30, 1938, but no 
definite agreement had been 
reached on the rights and privileges 
of Poles electing to remain in the 
German section and Germans in 
the Polish section.

WALTER SIMONS DIES; 
NOTED GERMAN JURIST 


Member of Versailles Peace 
Conference Delegation— 
Former Supreme Court Head. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, July 15—Walter Simons, 
former president of the German 
Supreme Court and former Foreign 
Minister, died today. He was % 
years old. 

Dr. Simons, recognized as an au- 
thority on international law, was 
one of the leaders of Germany in 


the first years of the republic and 
was made President pro-tem. for 
the two months interim in 1925 be- 
tween the death of President Fried- 
erich Ebert and the inauguration 
of Field Marshal Paul von Hinden~ 
burg. 

Thereafter he was head of Ger 
many’s Supreme Court until 1928. 
In later years he appeared in sev- 
eral important juridical proceed- 
ings and was twice nominated for a 
vacancy on the Permanent Court 
for International Justice at The 
Hague. 

He was German Commissioner- 
General at the Versailles peace con- 
ference. He resigned when the 
treaty was drawn up and never 
ceased denunciation of its terms as 
oppressive to his country. 

Foreign Minister After Was. 

In 1920-21 he was Foreign Minis- 
ter, and resisted demands of the 
Allies at the Spa reparations con- 
ference of 1920. 

Dr. Simons was born Sept. 2%, 
1861, at Elberfeld, the son of @ 
Westphalian textile manufacturer. 
He studied history, philosophy and 
law at the Universities of Strass- 
burg, Leipzig and Bonn and then 
entered the empire’s judicial ser- 
vice. He was made an assistant 
judge in 1888 and elevated to the 
bench five years later. 

In 1905 he was transferred to Kiel 
as judge of the Provincial Supreme 
Court, but a few months later was 
recalled to Berlin to be advisory 
commissioner in international lw 
and was made Justiciary of the 
Foreign Office. 

As judicial adviser to Prince Max 
von Baden, the last imperial Chan- 
cellor, he took part in negotiations 
which led to the peace treaty of 
Brest-Litovsk. Signed March 3, 
1918, this pact definitely took 
Russia out of the World War. 

After the war he became chief 
executive of the German Industrial 
League and when the big business 
interests represented by Hugo 
Stinnes became dominant in poli- 
tics, was made Foreign Minister in 
the Fehrenbach Cabinet, formed in 
1920 after the uprising of Reds in 
the Ruhr. 

Appealed to Harding. 

When the Allies indicated their 
determination to force German ac- 
ceptance of the Dawes plan, Dr, 
Simons appealed to President Hard- 
ing to act as mediator in the rep- 
arations dispute. 

He followed this move by a swing 
around Germany making speeches 
in which he urged resistance to the 
end against Allied plans. Then he 
went to the London conference but 
he and his fellows failed to shake 
the determination of David Lloyd 
George, British Prime Minister, and 
Aristide Briand, Premier of France,

MR. SUMNERS’ SPEECH. 

A terrific blow at the President’s court-packing 
scheme was landed by Chairman Hatton Sumners of 
the House Judiciary Committee, in one of his rare 
speeches on the House floor, when he clearly inti- 
mated that the bill would never be reported out of 
his committee and called upon the President to aban- 
don it, so that Congress might address itself to the 


| passage of other legislation. 
Mr. Sumners is a man of fine intellect and charac- 


ter, whose word carries great weight among his col- 
leagues. He has for a long time headed the impor- 
tant Judiciary Committee, which, under his chair- 
manship, has distinguished itself for excellent legis- 
lation. He was co-author of the recent law granting 
Supreme Court Justices the right to retire at 70 with 
full pay and without forfeiting their constitutional 
privileges as Justices. 

Although his speech in the House was his first 
public expression on the court bill, it is an open se- 
cret that Mr. Sumners has been opposed to it from 
the beginning. The story goes that Mr. Sumners, 
who is perhaps as close to the Supreme Court mem- 
bers as anyone in Congress, had positive assurances, 
before the court-packing bill was introduced, that two 
Justices would retire after the close of the last term 
of court. One of them, Justice Van Devanter, did, in 
fact, retire, but the other was dissuaded by the revo- 
lutionary plan of the President to take contro} of the 
judiciary. 

Mr. Roosevelt could have obtained this knowledge 
from Mr. Sumners and he would have obtained it if 
he had followed the normal] practice of consulting 
key members of Congress before fathering major 
legislation. But the President sprang his plan with-

estine focuses attention on a problem 
much larger than the conflict between 
Arabs and Jews in the Holy Land. 

This problem is not restri_ted to a tiny 
strip of territory between the Syrian and 
Egyptian borders at the eastern end of 
the Mediterranean. It involves all of the 
Arabian peninsula and reaches across the 
African desert in Algeria. Actually, it in- 
volves all of Europe, because the interests 
of Europe clash in the neighboring conti- 
nents, and the issue raised in Palestine is 
tied up with the status of native populations, 
with the limits of nationalism, with the im- 
perial anxieties of Great Britain, with the 
internal policies of Germany, Poland and 
other European states. 

The report of the Royal Commission, 
extraordinarily full, frank and fair as far as 
it goes, fails to expand on the British inter- 
est in the triangular solution or on the wider 
aspects of the problem itself. 

It is a mistake to imagine that outbreaks 
of Arab nationalism are confined to Pales- 
tine or that they are solely the result of the 
establishment of the Jewish homeland. Arab 
feeling is dramatized there because of the 
energy and high tempo characterizing the 
Jewish development of the country. 

The inevitable conflict between two claims, 
two races, two stages of civilization, is sharp- 
ened because there it is also a conflict be- 
tween two incompatible promises made by 
a third Power. And because the eyes of 
the world are on the Zionist experiment, 
what happens in Palestine is widely pub- 
licized.

But in all the Arab lands, signs of the 
same conflict are clearly visible. The rising 
tide of Arab nationalism is manifest in a 
long succession of revolts, from riots in 
Syria to obscure conspiracies in the desert. 

Last year, this reporter disembarked at 
Algiers just in time to witness a native dem- 
onstration in the main street that resulted 
in several casualties. This year, an equally 
casual stop coincided with the arrival of a 
worried commission sent from Paris to in- 
vestigate the causes of Arab discontent. The 
tension in the country was palpable. 

In response to an inquiry im the native 
quarter, this visitor found herself the center 
of something uncomfortably like a protest 
meeting. Indignant young Arabs appeared 
from nowhere to retail their grievances. In 
fluent French they assailed the French. 

“Look where they live and look where we 
live,” they stormed. “In their fine villas, 
they grow rich exploiting our country. Even 
the English,” they cried, “would not treat 
the native population as we are treated. 
But be sure our day is coming!” 

Sporadic, unreported, spreading, this fever 
mounts. It is strongest—and this explains 
the high temperature in Palestine—where 
the native population is most exposed to 
foreign enterprise. It flames fiercest in 
cities, and in the young educated in foreign 
schools. 

Among a widely scattered people like the 
Arabs, otherwise as bitterly divided among 
themselves as their betters in Europe, the 
eruption of nationalism ironically reflects 
similar volcanic movements in Europe. It 
is ironic because native populations every- 


where are becoming self-conscious, are be 
ing inflamed to resist foreign penetration, 
just at the moment when the imperial urge 
to annex natives drives the have-not Powers 
to clamor for colonies. 

It is doubly ironic because extreme na- 
tionalism in Europe is the force creating 
the conditions which rouses nationalist re- 
sistance in Asia and Africa. This national 
ism prohibits immigration and compels emi- 
gration. The persecution of their Jewish 
citizens by countries like Germany and Po- 
land has forced the pace of the homeland 
development, turned non-Zionists into Zion- 
ists and produced a problem serious enough 
to suggest the drastic solution now pro- 
posed. 

There is also another side of the picture. 
It is not in the nature of things that hungry, 
progressive, enterprising people will con- 
tinue indefinitely to live trapped and im- 
mobilized in overcrowded countries while 
vast areas remain undeveloped in the hands 
of native populations. Not, at least, if these 
areas are on the margins of a Europe 
squeezed into economic and political concen- 
tration camps, one almost as brutal as the 
other. 

# * * 

The Ethiopian conquest was an explosion 
as much biological as imperialist. All over 
Europe, economic and political pressure op- 
erates to make the lot of minorities so in- 
tolerable that they long for the lesser bit- 
terness of exile. 

The report of the Royal Commission offers 
no adequate answer to the aspirations of the 
Zionists, the misery of unwanted minorities, 
the Arabs waving flags in imitation of the 
favorite sport of more advanced nations. 
The proposal to define and circumscribe the 
Jewish settlement in Palestine, and, by set- 
ting limits, to reconcile the Arabs to live 
peacefully in the shadow of an energetic 
and highly developed people, is a makeshift 
solution, obviously temporary. 

It is not an answer; but it raises one of 
the most importunate questions of our time. 
If it highlights the bigger problem of which 
it is a part, it serves a useful purpose. 


WISCONSIN’S EXPERIENCE.

0 HUMMERS FOR 200 


to South America With Birds 
and Bushmaster. 


Pete French, the insurance sales- 
man who escapes from his job 
once every year to chaperon some 
children into the South American 
jungle country and to bring back 
specimens for the St. Louis Zoo, 
returned from his annual tour yes- 
terday with the largest shipment 
of humming birds ever to reach 

live. 

w erench arrived by plane at Lam- 
pert-St. Louis Field ‘n the after- 
noon after having landed in the 
morning at New Orleans. He car- 
ried the large crate of humming 
birds in the regular passenger com- 

ment of the plane, while bring- 
ing back 4 large variety of other 
tropical birds and a bushmaster 
snake in the baggage compartment, 

Henry M. Kennon, the Zoo’s orni- 
thologist, was at the field. He 
rushed the hummers to the zoo, 
It was impossible to count the birds 
because they flew back and forth 
in the cage with restless activity, 
put Kennon said there were at least 
25. 

The shipment once more calls at- 
tention to the z0o’s already famous 
collection of hummers. There now 
are 15 in the large cage in the bird 
house and the addition of the 25 
will make it the most plentiful and 
varied group ever displayed here. 
Kennon said there were three or 
four different species among the 
new arrivals. Only one died on the 
plane trip from New Orleans, but 
several others died during the boat 
trip. They were bought in Vene- 
zuela three weeks ago. 


Three Calliste Tanagers. 


Of the other birds which French 
brought back the zoo will take only 
three calliste tanagers. 

The bushmaster was readily ac- 
cepted, however, and was immedi- 
ately placed in a special cage which 
was roped off from the general 
view so that onlookers wouldn't 
frighten it. The bushmaster, not 
only one of the new world’s most 
venemous snakes, it also is one of 
the most excitable and sensitive. It 
received very careful attention. 
The only other bushmaster which 
the zoo ever owned died nine weeks 
after arrival. R. Martin Perkins, 
the zoo’s herpetologist, said the 
present specimen looked to be in 
fine condition. He will begin to 
feed it tomorrow in the hope of 
getting it slowly acclimated. 

French also brought back 10 oth- 
er snakes, mostly boas and rat 
snakes, six monkeys, eight lizards 
and a sloth. These were sent up 
by train. The Zoo pays French at 
the regular market prices for the 
specimens it takes from him.

John R. Uhtoff, One of 20 Who 
Survived Bolos in Sur- 
prise Attack. 


John R. Uhtoff, one of the sur- 
vivors of the Balangiga massacre 


on Samar Island in the Philippines 
Sept. 28, 1901, died of heart dis- 
ease yesterday in Veterans’ Hos- 
pital at Jefferson Barracks. A 
carpenter, he was 57 years old and 
lived at 2909 South Fifty-ninth 
street. 

Mr. Uhtoff in 1901 was one of a 
company of 74 American soldiers 
upon whom several hundred Fili- 
pinos fell with bolos and knives as 
the troops were at breakfast. Cut 
off from their arms, 50 of the sol- 
diers were killed. The others, final- 
ly getting rifles, escaped in canoes. 
Among them was Uhtoff, wounded 
three times. That night, on the 
way to a neighboring island, four 
other soldiers died. 

Mr. Uhtoff is survived by his 
wife, four daughters and a son.

CAME CONFERENCE 


Stresses Farmers’ Role in Wild- 
life Conservation at Meet- 
ing in Nashville. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 15.— 
The role of the farmer in wild life 
conservation was emphasized to- 
day by Edward K. Love of St. 
Louis, chairman of the regional 
conference of the General Wild 
Life Federation, as the conference 
concluded a three-day meeting. 

“When individual sportsmen 
align themselves with individual 
farmers and begin to take an active 
interest in the game and fish en- 
vironment on their ddopted hunt- 
ing grounds, and when they begin 
to take the farmer and his family 
into their confidence, then there 
will be a supply of game free from 
most of the harmful influences,” 
Love said in an address. 

“It can be stated without question 
that the American farm is the very, 
foundation on which we must base 
our hopes for any future improve- 
ment in our game bird situation, 
The farmer is the custodian of our 
game birds, both winter and sum- 
mer. It is he who provides them 
with all they have in the way of 
food and natural cover conducive to 
their continued welfare. 

“Consequently any enduring pro- 
gram which is beneficial to game 
birds must be one that meets with 
the approval of the farmer. It 
must, incidentally, provide some 
way to compensate the farmer for 
any investment of cash or labor in- 
volved in providing natural habi- 
tat.” 

The conference was attended by 
representatives from Missouri, Ten- 
nessee, Arkansas and Kentucky. It 
was the first regional meeting of 
the Wild Life Federation, which 
held its second national meeting 
in St. Louis last March.

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BACK TAX PAYMENTS DROP 
AS PENALTY GOES BACK ON 


Placards on Light Standards Tell 
Delinquents of 75 Per Cent Re- 
mission Through August. 


Collections of delinquent personal 
property and real estate taxes have 


shown a sharp decrease since the 
period of complete remission of 
penalties expired on June 30. Total 
collections since then, with 75 per 
cent of the penalties remitted, were 
only $35,735, Collector William F. 
Baumann said today. 

In the period of complete remis- 
sion, between June 10 and July 1, 
the total collected was $3,208,205; 
and between March 1, the start of 
the Collector’s fiscal year, and June 
10, with ordinary penalties in force, 
receipts were $694,859. The 75 per 
cent remission will apply during 
July and August. Fifty per cent 
of the penalties will be remitted 
during September and October, and 
25 per cent during November and 
December. 

Baumann is continuing his cam- 
paign for collection of the delin- 
quent taxes. Large red-lettered pla- 
cards urging taxpayers to take ad- 
vantage of the 75 per cent remis- 
sion rate now in effect have been 
placed on light standards through- 
out the city.

Providing for Ever-Normal 
Granary Program. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 15.—Sena- 
tors Pope of Idaho and McGill of 


Kansas, Democrats, submitted to 
the Senate toda, a revised draft 
of the long-pending proposed “Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Act of 1937.” 
The bill embodies Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Wallace’s ever-normal 
granary program. , 

Pope was prevented from intro- 
ducing the measure for more than 
a week by the Senate parliamen- 
tary war over the court bill. 

The breakup of the legislative log 
jam resulting from the death of 
Senator Robinson (Dem.), Arkan- 
sas, majority leader, gave him his 
opportunity. 

Pope declared a 200,000,000-bush- 
el wheat surplus was in prospect 
this year, and said the bill was 
“designed to deal with a problem 
which is likely to arise in serious 
form in 1938 and following years.” 
“This year’s production clearly 
indicates that the Soil Conse-va- 
tion Act will not adequately con- 
trol the accumulation of surplus 
farm commodities,” he added. 
The new farm bill, indorsed in 
principle by Wallace at informal 
Senate and House hearings prior 
to its actual introduction, is aimed 
chiefly on the 1909-14 level for pro- 
at assuring “parity” prices based 
ducers of wheat, cotton, corn, rice 
and tobacco. 

The ever-normal granary feature 
provides for the storage and carry- 
over in years of heavy yield of a 
maximum of 10 per cent of these 
commodities. 

Under contracts between the Ag- 
riculture Secretary and farmers, 
acreage division and marketing 
quotas would be employed to pre- 
serve the balance between annual 
supply and demand. 

Pope and McGill added a pro- 
vision to the tentative draft on 
which hearings have been held call- 
ing for a referendum of producers 
before putting the quotas into ef- 
fect. They contended this would 
make “democratic” the only man- 
datory section of the legislation. 
The bill was introduced in the 
House by Representative Flanna- 
gan (Dem.), Virginia.

Dear Mrs. Post: 

HIS firm frequently has occa- 
T sion to send flowers to the fam- 

ilies of deceased clients or to 
the funerals, and up to the present 
| time the order to ‘the florist has 
been given on the telephone and 
the card handwritten by the florist. 
One of the executives feels, how- 
ver, that this is perhaps not a 
very nice method of sending the 
company’s expression of sympathy 
and that it might be better for us 
to have cards engraved with a 
sympathetic sentiment and the come- 
pany’s name, and provide the flor- 
ist with these. I myself feel that 
such an engraved expression would 
be lacking in feeling and an un- 
necessary expense since it con- 
tributes nothing. But we would 
like to know how you feel about 
this: 

Answer: Usually-cards sent with 
flowers by business firms are hand- 
written by the florist exactly as 
yours have. been. I personally 
should not like the idea of having 
cards expressly engraved with a 
sympathy message and the com- 
pany’s name, because this would 
give the impression that sending 
flowers to the funerals of clients, 
or to their families, was done on a 
wholesale scale. 


Dear Mrs. Post: When talking 
with a man in his office and there 
is a brief interruption by the en- 
trance of his secretary or any 
other woman in the company, is a 
visiting man supposed to get up? 

| Answer: This instance is one 
of those in which rules of business 
etiquette differ from those of so- 
cial etiquette. He remains seated 
unless he is introduced to her or 
unless he knows her and she comes 
forward to greet him personally— 
in either of these cases he, of 
course, rises. 


Dear Mrs. Post: I am in the 
habit gf addressing both of my em- 
ployers as well as other men with 
whom I work as “Sir.” To me this 
is merely a convenient form of ad- 
dress, But a friend thinks that the 
word implies gervility. She claims 
that “Sir” has grown obsolete in 
this country when addressing those 
of equal rank. We would like to 
have your opinion. 

Answer: If Mr. Employer is a 
young man of nearly your own age, 
your friend is right. Otherwise her 
attitude against “Sir” would to 
most people suggest her own sense 
of inferiority, since those who have 

this failing are always afraid that 
| they may do something demeaning 
_to themselves. A person of greater 
worldly knowledge would say “Sir.” 
If, however, an employe prefers to 
say “Mr. Employer” instead of “Sir” 
‘it is but little more of a mouthful 
and scarcely less proper. Socially 
she would never call Mr. Employer 
“Sir.” As I have written many 
times, office etiquette should follow 
that of the army and the navy and 
the more punctilious its exactions

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PROPER CARE OF FEET

CCORDING to folk lore, there 
Aocxce was a Grecian maid whose 


feet, like Cinderella’s, won her 
a Prince. She was staining the 
nails of her tiny feet with henna 
juice one day when an eagle seized 
her slipper and carried it to the 
royal palace. The Prince saw it 
and was so astounded by its tiny 
size that he set out to find the 
owner. And of course they were 
married! 


The two most important things | 


in foot care are, first, getting rid 
of cuticle; and, second, the right 
kind of massage. Keeping the nail 
free of cuticle is particularly im- 
portant, because this is the place 
where infections are so apt’ to 
lodge, and ordinary scrubbing isn't 
enough to remove them. Don’t use 
steel instruments to do it, however. 
A slight cutis much more serious 
on the toes than on the fingers, 
since the toes spend so much of 
the time shut away from light and 
air. 

Cuticle remover is the thing to 
use, but be sure it is the oily type 
which will not dry the nails. If 
cuticle has been allowed to get 
hard and stubborn, dip pads of cot- 


Then use a cotton-tipped orange 
stick and gently work away the 
loosened particles. 

Unsightly callouses and hard 
spots also may be removed by ap- 
plications of oily cuticle. remover. 
Its effect is gradual and entirely 
safe. Gently work away the upper 
surfaces, and repeat each day until 
the skin is left smooth and even. 
Finish by scrubbing the feet, and 
dry with a soft towel. 

A bright shade of polish will help 
you to take pride in the appearance 
of your feet. And it’s sound psy- 
chology that you will take better 
care of something that appeals to 
your sense of beauty. Polish may 
be applied after working back cu- 
ticle. If you have a lighter shade 
on the fingers, be sure it harmon- 
izes; robin red is good with old 
rose, burgundy with mauve, cardi- 
nal with coral, etc. Or, better yet, 
wear all twenty of your nails the 
same deep shade. 

Now for plenty of cream and 
massage. This part of your pedi- 
cure routine you should repeat 
oftener than once a week—every 
night if possible—to have healthy, 
happy feet. Use a good cream or 
skin balm and begin at the base of 


between the fingers, and work out 
to the tip with a spiral, twisting 
movement. 

Devote several minutes to the 
balls of the feet, rotating the large 
toe round and round. Now place 
the thumbs above the big toe, and, 
holding the fingers under the foot, 
work thumbs upward over the in- 
step with a rotating movement. 
Again using both thumbs, work up 
the back of the ankle at each side 
of the tendon. 

Massage for at least 10 minutes 
to relieve strain and relax tense,
